REMARKS 


This Amendment is submitted in response to the Office Action dated 
December 14, 2005. 

In the Action, the Examiner has requested that Applicant elect one of the 
embodiments of the lint roll assembly from the embodiments of Figs. 1-2, Figs. 3-5, 
Figs. 9-10 and Fig. 11. The Examiner also asks Applicant to elect one of the 
embodiments of the handle from the embodiment of Fig. 6, the embodiment of Fig. 7 and 
the embodiment of Fig. 8. 

In response to this election requirement, Applicant elects the embodiment of the lint 
roll assembly of Figs. 3-5. It is submitted that the claims readable on the embodiment or 
species of Figs. 3-5 comprise claims 1, 3-12, 18, 20, 22, 28 and 31-33. 

Applicant also identifies the claims readable on the embodiment or species of the 
handle of Fig. 8. These are claims 1,18, 21,23 and 26-27. 

The above elections are made without traverse.
